As the job market glacially progresses down its road to recovery, it’s 
time for Gen Y to start a quiet revolution. (And don’t worry, guys — 
just like all of our “social movements,” you do your part from your 
own computer.) 

The Internet is littered with stories cautioning job-seeking Millen- 
nials to edit their Facebook profiles and remove unflattering and overly 
personal images, as well as information that might give potential employ- 
ers pause when considering them for jobs.

Of course, thanks to how easily accessible all of our information is 
now, the possibility of an employer hacking your page and holding it all 
against you is very real, ^s, things on your Facebook page can keep you 
from getting a job, but that might be for the best.

It’s time for employers to 
rethink their Facebook strategy for a change.

Return 
of the retro

“Mad Men” has done more than inspire women to em- 
brace their waists like Joan or tempt men to day-dnnk 
Uke Don. It has contributed to an entire retro generaoon. 

From 1930S industrial lighting to the 1980s De o- 
rean, some of the city’s newest restaurrats, bars and 
coffee shops are furnishing with pieces from the past 
to connect with customers who long for the good ol 
(Jays —even if they weren’t even around at the time to 
enjoy those decades. 

While midcentury modern pieces such as the ^gu 
lar wooden-frame sofas in “Mad Men” are considered 
classics in vintage decorating, the ktest tren<^ i^re 
industrial, said Katherine Raz, co-founder of Vin- 
tage Bazaar, a pop-up flea market that packed the Con- 
gress Theater last summer. Co-founder Libby Alexan- 
der describes it as “urban rustic.” 

Like Audrey Hepburn in a recent ad campaign tor the 
Gap, the local restaurant scene is making classics new 
again. Case in point; Caged industrial lighting crafted 
in the 1920S illuminates meals at the Asian-Latin fusion 
spot Belly Shack in Logan Square. Urban 
West Town gallery and showroom that provided Be y 
Shack’s decor, preserves items from demolished or re- 
modeled local spaces such as the old CBS studios and 

sells them in-store and online. 

“It’s really popular to have something new and some 
thing with some grime,” Urban Remains owner Eric 

Nordstrom said. . c 1. cc 

But is it good for business? Yes, said Travis Sclwffner, 
owner of i98os-themed coffee shop The Wormhole in 
Wicker Park. The idea of making a connection with the 
nast is crucial for establishing a clientele, Schaffner said. 


“You’ll have an item, poster, sticker ... something that 
strikes a nerve with any particular person’s memory 
banks,” Schaffner said. “It’s pretty special to be able to 
unearth memories in our customers. 

Sometimes decor even opens doors of oppormmty. 

The vintage-inspired furnishings at Sepia in the ^ 
Loop caught the eye of director Ron Howard when he 
dined there last year, according to owner E^nuel 
Nony. The restaurant was selected as a set tor 1 he Ui- 
lemma,” and one of the scenes filmed at the restaurant 
features Vince Vaughn’s character giving a toast over 

brunch. , 

“They told us that they wanted to capture the 

mosphere {of Sepia} with the decor and the clientele, 
Nony said. “They didn’t want to build a stage, they 
wanted something more authentic. 

And while the word “vintage” might conjure dollM 
signs in the minds of consumers, it doesn’t necessarily 
hive to be expensive, said Davide Nanni, owner and de- 
signer for local design group AlterEgo Form and man- 
ager of Salvage One. 

Nanni said he used all recycled and repurposed ma- 
terials to outfit Simone’s Bar in Pilsen and Ruxbin 
Kitchen in East Village, including a revolving darloroc^ 
door that leads to Euxbiris bathroom and the glass UJ 
booth from the now-defiinct Sonotheque that adorns 
the fireplace. 

Recycled pieces can set the tone of a space, Nann 
said, making it look modern, fiituristic or straight out 

‘The places that we do, it’s difficult to put a finger on 
it. Is it old? Is it new? But it has this connotation of age- 
less,” Nanni said. “We just give rebirth to old matenals.

Market fresh

For Markethouse, the restaurant inside 
Streeterville’s Doubletree Hotel, the 
new year meant a new brunch on Jan. 

8. Anxious for a fresh brunch option 
in the neighborhood besides the six- 
month-old location of Yolk nearby (355 
E. Ohio St.), we stopped in on a recent 
Sunday to get our fill. 

Good eggs: Eggs Benedict bores us into 
oblivion, but we love a unique spin on 
the classic. Chef Scott Walton’s version 
is nothing like we’ve tried before, made 
with braised pork shank and sweet- 
and-sour cabbage and sauced with 
hollandaise spiced with Aleppo pepper, 
a red chili that hails from Turkey Fans 
of hashbrowns, be aware that the Bene- 
dict as well as the ham, goat cheese and 
mushroom omelet, come with fries. 

For waffle fans: Choose from the 
ricotta waffles simply topped with 
deep, dark huckleberries ($12) or Wal- 


ton’s take on chicken and waffles ($16). 
With a practically boneless piece of 
chicken (kissed with notes of cayenne 
and maple syrup), it’s effortless to 
make every bite a combination of salty 
chicken and sweet waffle. 

Is it lunchtime yet? A big and beefy 
10 -ounce black angus burger stuffed 
with barbecue braised short ribs ($15) 
could combat the most severe meat 
cravings, while the chicken pot pie 
filled with asparagus, artichoke, chan- 
terelle mushrooms and other veggies 
gets a shot of richness from truffle 
cream. These are not go-for-a-run-by- 
the-Lake dishes so much as go-home- 
and-have-a-lazy- Sunday dishes. 

Buzz factor: Lavazza coffee with un- 
limited refills will set you back $2.25. 

Day drinking: Besides a house bloody 
mary and a mimosa (both $5), there’s 
also the Berries and Bubbles, a flute of 


prosecco ($8) with huckleberry jam. 

Crowd surfing: Markethouse’s brunch 
hasn’t found its following quite yet. On 
a recent Sunday we had practically the 
whole dining room to ourselves. 

About those prices: If the dishes ($12- 
$16) are priced a bit higher than you’re 
used to paying for brunch, keep in 
mind those dollars are bringing in in- 
gredients from Midwestern farms. The 


pork shank in the Benedict is from 
Slagel Farms in downstate Illinois and 
the omelets are made from Michigan’s 
Swan Creek Farm eggs. 

Bottom line: While not necessarily the 
most wow-worthy of brunches we’ve 
had for the price, Markethouse makes 
a lovely choice for a bring-the-parents 
meal or semi-special occasion brunch.

Tour* has nothing on T.T.* 


John (Alex Pettyfer) just wants to be a 
normal teenager, especially when he strikes 
up a romance with Sarah (Dianna Agron of 
“Glee,” Pettyfer’s real-life girlfriend) in Para- 
dise, Ohio. The problem is that John’s one 
of a dwindling number of special survivors 
from a distant planet, so his surrogate father 
(Timothy Olyphant) is constantly moving 
him around to evade the Mogadorians— ugly, 
humanish dudes with head tattoos and bad 
teeth who look like rejects from “Buffy the 
Vampire Slayer.” 

The buzz: Director DJ. Caruso’s (“Distur- 
bia”) adaptation of the popular teen sci-fi nov- 
el can’t be worse than M. Night Shyamalan’s 
recent attempt to turn a youth-oriented fave 
into a movie franchise, “The Last Airbender.” 
This, of course, doesn’t mean “I Am Number 
Four” will yield the sequels it clearly craves, 
since the books aren’t even written yet. 


The verdict: “E.T.” has nothing to worry 
about. Part cheesy love story and part 
murky science-fiction fable, “I Am Number 
Four” does a fine job of introducing its my- 
thology, especially considering the muddy 
incomprehensibility of the action sequences 
and the blandness of the acting (the excep- 
tion being Olyphant, who never disap- 
points). The film struggles to introduce 
another possibly extraterrestrial badass 
played by Teresa Palmer and gets nothing 
out of the ordinary from John’s eagerness to 
help geeky Sam (Callan McAuliffe), who’s 
sure his dad was abducted by a UFO. The 
most memorable thing about “I Am Num- 
ber Four” is the way giant alien beasts turn 
to stone and explode when they die, which 
conveniently eliminates any need for nasty 
post-battle cleanup.
